Yet that wasn't where the mis- 
take was made. The mistake was- 
n't made in Europe, by the Allied 
command—the mistake was made 
back home here, and not by lead- 
ers, but by the common run of vot- 
ing Americans. 
We, the common people of Amer- 


ica, arc convicted by unalterable 
history of having been stupid. 


We heard Woodrow Wilson tell 
us 
that 
the 
Versailles 
Treaty 
wouldn't hold water; that America 
couldn't invade Europe once and 
then simply walk off and leave nor 
—and that unless we joined 
the 
League of Nations and made 
it 
something more than just a talking- 
machine the worjd would soon be 
engulfed in another war. 


But Wilson's words fell on deaf 
ears. 
Like the decaying French 
and their fabulous Maginot |Line, 
we withdrew to our own heartstone 
and imagined the fabulous reaches 
of the Atlantic .would be our salva- 
tion. 
I 
It was a stupendous mistake. 
We thank God this Thanksgiving 


Day 
1942, that the people of the 


nation that made so great a mis- 
take have been spared the will and 
courage and strength to fight again. 
Because, for much lesser mis- 
takes nations before us have been 
destroyed. 
And for this—that we have come 


so close to utter world disaster and 
yet been able to rally ourselves and 
the world and push on toward vic- 
tory—for this, we arc truly thank- 
ful this Thanksgiving Day.

Possessing a record volume of pur- 
chasing power and limited outlets 
for its expenditure, civilians 
de- 
manded an unprecedented quantity 
of good things to eat. Families that 
never before thought 
of buying tur- 
keys are in the market now for the 
festive bird. 
Some of the heayv buying, gov- 


ernment officials said, undoubtedly 
represented purchases for the fut- 
ure by persons fearful of shortages 
later. 


Not all of the demands are being 
met. In some localities the sup- 
plies were limited and grocers set 
up their own rationing 
schemes. 


In the case of some foods the over- 
all supply was insufficient. Not all 
who wanted turkeys, for instence, 
were able to get them.
